is true that the last decision Mandell won over Bernstein recently in Madi­ 
son Square Carden was not by a margin that would eliminate Bernstein from 
further consideration. 
But the decision did make it more or less certain 
that Mandell always can heat Bernstein and that Mandell will improve with 
experience while Bernstein probably is at the top of his form or perhaps 
past it. 
While he has been before the public for comparatively short time, Bern 
stein may he regarded as a young newcomer hut lie has been lighting for over 
ten years under various names, which is nothing against him, however. 
Mandell is just a kid. 
He is younger than the age prinked in the record
